“To act upon an amendment to Article XII, Section 2 
of Constitution (See 1933 Proceedings, page 93) relating 
to Per Capita tax.” 

“To act upon an amendment to Article IX, Section 1, of 
the Grand Constitution relating to the Grand Fund.”

GRAND COMMANDER’S ADDRESS 
Sir Knights:— 

It is a great privilege, as well as a real personal pleasure, 
to extend to you a most cordial welcome to this Semi-Annual 
Conclave of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The Great Captain of our Salvation has in the years gone 
by, bestowed his richest blessings upon us as individual 
Knights, members of an Order founded upon the Christian 
Religion, and the practice of the Christian virtues. 

May we, as members of this Order, be always actuated by 
that noble sentiment: “I now declare in truth and soberness, 
that I entertain no enmity, nor ill will against a soul on earth, 
which I would not freely reconcile, should I find in him a 
corresponding disposition.” 
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The Angel of Death has taken from our midst, many valiant 
and beloved Knights of our Order. We are all deeply thankful 
that we do not have to mourn the loss of any member of our 
Grand Commandery line; but we all regret the serious illness 
of our Grand Junior Warden, E.-.Sir Adelbert E. Place, who 
has been confined to his home for months, and wish him a 
speedy and complete recovery. 

Tribute will be paid to the memory of our own beloved 
dead at our Annual Conclave in October. 


We mourn the Passing to the Asylum above of GuorGE 
Witiiam Vauuery, Most Eminent Past Grand Master of the 
Grand Encampment of Knights Templar, of the United States 
of America. : 

Born, January 24, 1861. Died, December 29, 1933. _ 

Attracted to the Masonic Order by the Denver Triennial of 
1892, he became a Mason in 1893, in Oriental Lodge, A. F. & 
A. M. of Denver, Colorado, and was Knighted in Denver 
Commandery in 1894, and received the Scottish Rite Degrees 
in Colorado Consistory, in the same year. , 

His services to the Scottish Rite were recognized by that 
branch of the Order in 1911, when he was crowned a Thirty- 
third Degree Mason. 

It was, however, Templary to which he was most deeply 
attracted. He was an officer of his Commandery in 1895; its 
Commander in 1901. An officer of the Grand Commandery 
of Colorado in 1904, its Grand Commander in 1910. An 
officer of the Grand Encampment in 1913, and its twenty- 
seventh Grand Master in 1925. 

His was not only a successful, but also a most useful career. 

Seventy years of a vigorous abundant life, and then two 
more of sickness, sorrow, and suffering, and on Friday, 
December 29, 1933, he passed over the river, and now he rests 
under the shade of the trees. 

Thus, year after year, we have occasion to mourn the de- 
parture of those to whom we have looked up for counsel and 
support, but our sorrow is not without hope. 

“Upon the frontiers of the shadowy land, 
We, pilgrims of external sorrow, stand; 
What realm lies forward with its happier store 
Of forests green and deep. 
Of valleys hushed in sleep. 
And lakes most peaceful? 
’Tis the land of Evermore. 
They whom we loved and lost so long ago, 
Dwell in those cities, far from mortal woe, 
Haunt those fresh woodlands, whence 
sweet carolings soar, 
Eternal peace have they; 
God wipes their tears away; 
They drink that river of life which flows for Evermore. 
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VISITATIONS 


Since being elected your Grand Commander last October, 
T have had, so far, a very pleasant, but an extremely busy time. 

I have, to the present time, made fifty-seven visits to the 
Commanderies in our own Jurisdiction, attending Inspections, 
Ladies’ Nights, District Meetings, and various social functions, 
as well as making visits to the Commanderies for the purpose 
of presenting the new Thomas Smith Webb long service medal. 
In addition to all this, I have been in the Grand Commandery 
office fifteen days, to perform the routine work of my office, 
and to meet and talk with the officers and members of our 
Commanderies. I have also made six visits to neighboring 
Grand Jurisdictions. 


THOMAS SMITH WEBB MEDALS 


Believing that this Grand Commandery, and the Constituent 
Commanderies of our Jurisdiction should do something to 
recognize the interest and devotion of our older members, so 
freely given without the hope of fee or reward, I had designs 
submitted for a long service medal to be called the Thomas 
Smith Webb medal. 

The design selected, shows the head of Thomas Smith Webb 
our first Grand Commander, super-imposed upon the cross. 

This medal is given by the Commanderies of our Jurisdiction 
to those members who for forty years, or more, have been 
members in good standing. 

The original order placed with the manufacturers was for 
five hundred of these medals, but the response from the Com- 
manderies was so great, that it has been necessary to increase 
this to eight hundred, and a further increase may be needed 
to supply the demand. 

I have had the great pleasure of personally presenting many 
of our older members with these medals, and the real pleasure 
and delight which this has given them is deeply affecting. 

How much better it is to do something like this for a man 
while he is alive, than to send flowers when he has passed from 
our midst. 


DISPENSATIONS 


Seven Dispensations have so far been granted. Four of these 
are for the purpose of allowing our Commanderies to visit our 
neighboring Grand Jurisdictions, and to exemplify the Order 
of the Temple.

PER-CAPITA TAX; AMENDMENT 


At the Special Conclave held in Boston, March 30, 1934, an 
amendment to Article 12, Section 2, of our Grand Constitution, 
was adopted. This eliminates the payment of the dollar for the 
Educational Foundation, and makes the Per-capita Tax to be 
paid the Grand Commandery on September Ist, 1934, fifty 
cents instead of one dollar and fifty cents per member. All 
Commanderies have been notified of this change in our Grand 
Constitution.

Even our Grand Commandery Line has not been spared, 
and we deeply and sincerely mourn the loss of our beloved 
Grand Treasurer, R.-.E..Sir William H. Emerson, who on 
October 17 passed the portals of that Mysterious Realm, and 
entered that ‘Undiscovered Country, from whose bourne no 
traveler returns.” 

R.:.E..Sir William H. Emerson, was born in Hillsboro, N. H., 
on May 29, 1862. During his infancy, his father died, and his 
mother removed to Haverhill, where he graduated from the 
public schools, and later, from the Bryant & Stratton Business 
School in Boston. He came to Brockton in 1886, as book- 
keeper for the L. M* Reynolds Co., shoe manufacturers. 

In January, 1894, at the age of 31, he was elected Treasurer 
of the City of Brockton. From the service of the City, he went 
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to a position of trust in the shoe industry, and rose to the Vice- 
Presidency of the Churchill & Allen Shoe Co. 

His experience and wise council made him valuable as a 
banking man, and he was Vice-President of the Brockton 
Savings Bank, a Director of the Campello Co-operative Bank, 
ae rusts of the Brockton Public Library at the time of his 

eath. 

The many important offices of trust, which he filled so 
efficiently, gained him the respect and esteem of his fellow 
citizens in every walk of life. 

He had warmth and breadth, and sincerity, as attested by 
friendships among all classes and creeds, and a simple dignity, 
becoming a man. 

His Masonic career was a distinguished and an honorable 
one. 

A member and Past Master of Paul Revere Lodge, and a 
Charter Member of Baalis Sanford Lodge, A.F.& A.M. 

In the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, he was Deputy 
Grand Master in 1904, and Treasurer of the Trustees of the 
eee Education and Charity Trust at the time of his 

eath. 

A Past High Priest of Satucket Royal Arch Chapter, and a 
Past Grand King of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Past Illustrious Master of Brockton Council, Royal and 
Select Masters, and Deputy Grand Master of the Grand 
Council, R. & S.M. of Massachusetts. 

Past Commander of Bay State Commandery No. 38, K. T. 
and Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island, in 1917. 

Elected Treasurer of this Grand Commandery in 1926, and 
died in office, October 17, 1934. 

An honorable and an upright life, a life devoted to the service 
of his fellow men. 

“He fought the good fight, he kept the Faith.” 


Only one of the presiding Commanders of our Jurisdiction, 
has been summoned to the Asylum above. 

E.-.Sir Prince William Finlayson, Commander of Woon- 
socket Commandery No. 24, K. T. of Woonsocket, R. I. 

Born in Hartland, Maine, April 30, 1887. 

A member of Morning Star Lodge No. 13, A.F.& A.M., 
Union Chapter No. 5, R.A.M., Woonsocket Council, R.& S.M. 
No. 4, Woonsocket Commandery No. 24, K. T. 

Died in Woonsocket, R. I., Sunday, May 13, 1934. 

A loyal and an enthusiastic Templar, his sudden and un- 
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timely death, brought sorrow to his many friends, and his 
loss will be keenly felt by his Commandery. 

He was a true and valiant Knight, and he died full knightly, 
with his armor on. 

“Yet man dies not, while the world, at once his mother and 
his monument remains. His name is forgotten, indeed, but 
the breath he breathed, yet stirs the pine tops on the 
mountains; the sound of the words he spoke, yet echoes on 
through space; the thoughts his brain gave birth to, we have 
inherited today; his passions are our cause of life; the joys and 
sorrows that he felt, are our familiar friends; the end from 
which he fled aghast, will surely overtake us also. 

Truly the universe is full of ghosts; not sheeted church-yard 
spectres, but the inextinguishable and immortal elements of 
life, which having once been, can never die, though they blend 
and change, and change again, forever.” 

Let us give our attention to the Chairman of the Committee 
on Necrology, Eminent and Reverend Sir Francis W. Gibbs.

All of us, active in the Grand Commandery, knew personally 
each of those whose names are today called from the long roll. 
To know them was to recognize in each some, high purpose, 
some noble trait and kindly disposition. It is for such qualities 
we loved them and now honor them. Their faults, their failings, 
their sins are forgotten in our loving tribute to the best that 
was in them, for we build upon the virtues and goodness of life 
and against such death cannot prevail. It is ever thus, much 
in life is disturbing and perplexing but truth outweighs false- 
hood and goodness outlives evil. 

From our active officers there has passed the presence of 
R.-.E.-.Sir William H. Emerson, Grand Commander 1917-1918 
and Grand Treasurer 1925-1934. A true Christian Knight 
whose greatness was impressive through his simplicity and 
truthfulness. He was ever ready to serve his fellowmen in all 
walks of life; possessing a cheerful disposition and sympathetic 
nature, he was loved by all. His business training was such 
that he developed great care in the management of his personal 
affairs and gave him the ability to be exacting and accurate in 
his administration of whatever responsibility came to him. 
Being able to grasp large things in a large way, he was a valu- 
able officer of our Grand Commandery and his judgments were 
just and far reaching, never failing to make his decisions or 
voice his opinions without looking beyond the immediate effect 
and measuring his words and actions by his knowledge and 
hope of future good. We shall miss his genial presence and 
greetings as we pay him tribute. We shall, however, be always 
grateful that such a man lived among us proving in his life 
the true value of Templary. Much more might well be said 
but we will close this brief tribute with the words of the poet. 


“The man of life upright, 
Whose guiltless heart is free 
From all dishonest deeds, 
Or thought of vanity; 


The man whose silent days 
In harmless joys are spent, 
Whom hopes cannot delude, 
Nor sorrow discontent.

It is with grateful hearts that we this day pay tribute to our 
fraters of other Grand Jurisdictions who have upheld the 
banner of our Order and who have strengthened the faith and 
courage of the Knights with whom they came in contact and 
have added to the worth of life by noble and faithful living.

During the year, with the co-operation of the Inspector 
Instructor, and his Assistants, a series of three Exemplifica- 
tions of Full Form Opening, Inspection and Review, and the 
Order of the Temple was held in the eastern, southern and 
western parts of our Jurisdictions.

ORDER OF MERIT BADGES 


I have, for a long time, felt that this Grand Commandery 
should recognize, in some tangible way, the distinguished 
services of those of its members who have reflected great 
distinction upon our Order. 

With this in mind, I have, at my own expense, had twenty- 
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five badges designed, to be called the Order of Merit of the 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, and 
which I presented to the Grand Commandery at the Semi- 
Annual Conclave in Providence, May 9, 1934, subject to the 
following conditions: 

That this Order of Merit be presented to members of our 
Order in our own Jurisdiction, by the Right Eminent Grand 
Commander, for the time being, in recognition of extremely 
distinguished service to this Order, and that not more than 
three of these badges be presented in any one year, by the 
Grand Commander. 

Upon motion duly seconded, these badges were accepted by 
this Grand Commandery subject to the above conditions. 

It was an honor, as well as a sincere pleasure, for me to 
present one of these Order of Merit badges to our Associate 
Grand Prelate, Sir Knight and Rev. Clarence A. Barbour, 
D.D., LL.D., at the close of his after dinner speech at the 
luncheon in the Narragansett Hotel, in Providence, on May 9. 

An able administrator, a distinguished figure in the field of 
Education, President of Brown University, and yet with all, 
an ardent and an enthusiastic Templar, it seemed eminently 
fitting, that he should be the first of our distinguished Fraters 


to receive this decoration. 


THOMAS SMITH WEBB MEDALS 


In speaking of these Medals given for long service, I can do 
no better than to repeat what I said about them at the Semi- 
Annual Conclave on May 9, 1934. 

Believing that this Grand Commandery and the Constituent 
Commanderies of our Jurisdiction should do something to 
recognize the interest and devotion of our older members, so 
freely given without the hope of fee or reward, I had designs 
submitted for a long service medal, to be called the Thomas 
Smith Webb medal. The design selected, shows the head of 
Thomas Smith, our first Grand Commander, and the first 
Commander of St. Johns Commandery, No. 1, super-imposed 
upon the cross. 

This medal is given by the Commanderies in our Jurisdiction 
to those Knights who have for forty years or more, been 
members in good standing. 

The original order placed with the manufacturers, was for 
five hundred of these medals, but the response from the Com- 
manderies was so great that it has been necessary to increase 
this to eight hundred, and in the coming year over two hundred 
more will be needed to supply the demand. 

I have had the great pleasure of personally presenting many 
of our older members with these medals, and the real pleasure 
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and delight which this has given them, is deeply affecting.

CONCORD 


Sunpay, JUNE 3, 1934 


“By the rude bridge that arched the flood. 
Their flag to April’s breeze unfurled, 
Here once the embattled farmers stood, 
And fired the shot heard ‘round the world.” 


For many, many years, every citizen in our State and our 
Country, has looked upon this quiet, simple, yet most patriotic 
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Town of Concord, as one of the hallowed shrines of our Nation 
and the birthplace of American liberty. 

It seemed that in view of the feeling of unrest, and dis- 
content, with the spread of communism in our land, and the 
increase of crime, particularly among the younger element of 
our population, that it was time that this Order of Christian 
Knighthood, to which we all belong, should publicly announce 
to the world that we have the honor and the interests of our 
Country at heart, and that we stand for all that is good and 
true and noble in our home, our national and our civic life. 

Such a stand by this Grand Commandery, cannot but help 
to make a deep impression upon the community at large, and 
will undoubtedly have an encouraging and a_ heartening 
influence upon all those who are intrusted with the enforce- 
ment of law and order in our State. 

It was with such a feeling, that on March 12, 1934, I sent 
out the following letter to each of the fifty-three Commanderies 
in the Grand Jurisdiction of Massachusetts and Rhode Island.

DAY OF PATRIOTISM 


Where could we find a more appropriate place for the parade’ 
and exercises of our Knights Templar Day of Patriotism than 
upon the hallowed soil of this historic Town of Concord. 

The response from our Commanderies was enthusiastic and 
inspiring. Fifty of our fifty-three Commanderies announced 
their intention to participate in this patriotic demonstration. 

Due to its high purpose, this event appealed most strongly 
to the general public, on the basis of timely patriotism, and 
gave a splendid opportunity for this Grand Commandery to 
re-consecrate itself to American and Templar ideals. 

We received the greatest co-operation from every one. By 
press, and radio, the public was kept informed of our plans, 
and the assistance received from State and Town authorities 
contributed in a great manner to the success of the day. 

I appointed E.-.Sir William A. Mann, P.C. of Gethsemane 
Commandery, No. 35, as General Chairman; E.-.Sir Erland A. 
Fish, P.C. of St. Bernard Commandery, and Commander of the 
26th Division, Massachusetts National Guard, as Chief 
Marshal of the parade; with E..Sir C. William Morrill, P.C. 
of St. Bernard Commandery as Chief of Staff. 

I am, indeed, deeply grateful to these three Knights. The 
amount of planning and detail to be accomplished was 
enormous, and very few of us have any conception of the time 
and energy needed to make this affair the success which it 
proved to be. 

It was most gratifying to me as Grand Commander, to 
realize that it was not necessary for me to have to issue an 
order for our Commanderies to participate in the exercises and 
parade of our Day of Patriotism in Concord, for it was very 
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evident that they welcomed the opportunity to show their 
legality to our Country and to the splendid principles of our 
rder.

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Your Grand Commander held an informal reception with 
his officers, Past Grand Commanders, his guests, and their 
wives, at the Colonial Inn. at 5.30 p.m. just prior to the supper, 
which was at 6 o’clock. 

In the evening, we attended an entertainment and social 
gathering held in our honor, by Sir Galahad Commandery, No. 
52 in the Masonic Temple, and later in the evening, we were 
entertained at the Elks Club by our very good friend, Mr. 
Edward W. Sheehan, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen. 

The ladies of our party were entertained by the wives of the 
members of Sir Galahad Commandery. 

I wish to express my very deep appreciation for all these 
courtesies, so freely extended to us. Rich and poor, Mason and 
non-Mason, Catholic and Protestant, Jew and Gentile, we 
could meet as Americans, on the common ground of Patriotism. 

The ladies of our party were delightfully entertained at a 
party given by the ladies of Concord. 

The next morning, Sunday, June 3, the Grand Commandery 
party attended Divine Service, under escort of Sir Galahad 
Commandery, No. 52, of Waltham, E.-Sir Charles R. Bell, 
Commander. 

The service was in the Church of the First Parish in Concord, 
which was organized in 1635, and whose present Meeting 
House, built in 1900, replaces the historic Meeting House, so 
closely associated with Colonial and Revolutionary history. 
The sermon was delivered by the Pastor, Rev. Edward P. 
Daniels, on the subject, ‘Via Crucis.” 

All the morning, and early afternoon, Commanderies were 
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arriving in Concord, by train, by private automobiles, and by 
bus, from all parts of our Grand Jurisdiction, to join their 
Templar comrades in this patriotic demonstration. From the 
southern part of Rhode Island came Narragansett Com- 
mandery, racing across two States, under police escort; from 
the eastern shore came Newburyport, No. 3, and from the 
west came the six Commanderies along the Connecticut River, 
all eager to take their places in the parade, and to participate 
in the exercises at Emerson Playground. 

At exactly 3 o’clock, the colorful parade, headed by State 
Police, the Chief Marshal, Major General Fish, and his Staff, 
Co. H. 182nd Infantry, a Battery of Field Artillery, M.N.G. 
and the Shrine Band of Aleppo Temple, of Boston, in their 
resplendant uniforms, began its line of march. 

Fifty paces behind the band, came the Grand Commander, 
the Past Grand Commanders, and guests. Then followed in a 
long line, the nine Divisions of the Grand Commandery of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, each in command of its own 
Division Commander; their white plumes and dark uniforms 
contrasting strongly with the colorful appearance of the many 
bands in the long parade, which totalled 4000 Knights and 
500 musicians. We were pleased to have delegations from 
St. Paul Commandery of Dover, and Palestine Commandery 
of Rochester, New Hampshire, marching with us in this parade. 

A new Division, called the Tenth Division was formed of 
the massed Colors of all of the Commanderies. 

As this Division passed along the streets of Concord, police 
and State Troopers stood rigidly at the salute, while the bared 
heads and the reverent attention of the vast throng of 
spectators showed that they were deeply moved by this im- 
pressive spectacle. At the entrance to the Buttrick estate, we 
were met and escorted over the historic route of the Minute 
Men of 1775, which led to the Concord Battlefield, “By the 
rude Bridge that arched the flood.” 

Crossing the bridge, the column halted while your Grand 
Commander reverently placed a wreath, the gift of the Grand 
Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, at the base 
of the Monument dedicated to the Minute Men of Concord. 
A few steps further on, another wreath was placed by your 
Grand Commander on the grave of the two unknown British 
soldiers who fell in the Concord fight. This was a gesture of 
friendship from our Grand Commandery, with the hope that 
these two great Anglo-Saxon Nations may forever dwell 
together in friendship and peace. 

Returning to Emerson Playground, the Commanderies 
passed in review before the Grand Commander, and took their 
places in formation with the massed colors in the center. The 
whole formation then moved forward, and halted a few paces 
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in front of the reviewing stand, while a squadron of National 
Guard air-planes zoomed overhead. 

The exercises were of a patriotic nature, short but very

ADDRESS OF WELCOME TO CONCORD. Epwarp W. SHEEHAN, 
Chairman of Selectmen. 


RESPONSE: R.:.E.:.Sir Witiiam S. Hamiiron, Grand Commander, who 
said in part:— 

It is with much pleasure that I reply to your very kind words of 
welcome. 

The situation in our State and Country today, is, in some respects, 
similar to the conditions which existed one hundred and _ fifty-nine 
years ago. 

On the third of June, 1775, the ‘“‘shot heard ’round the world” had 
been fired, and the Battle of the Old North Bridge, fought and won. 

Everywhere, was intrigue, excitement, unrest and suspicion, and the 
Colonies were in active revolt against the mother country. 

Today, we are slowly emerging from the effects of a world-wide 
depression; we have much unemployment, and discontent; we are 
alarmed at the spread of communism; while the increase of crime, 
particularly among the younger element in our population, is enough 
to make us pause and think. 

So we as Knights Templars, have come today to Concord, a place 
rich in patriotic and historic association, that we might tread this 
hallowed ground, and publicly announce to the world, that we have 
the honor and interest of our Country at heart, and that as an organiza- 
tion, we stand for all that is pure and good and noble, in our home, 
our civic and our National life.

LOWERING THE COLORS. 


A Day of Patriotism, indeed. 

As a spontaneous demonstration of the patriotism of this 
and adjoining Jurisdictions, it is doubtful if this has ever been 
excelled, and coming on the heels of a long drawn out period of 
depression, it was a timely expression of our faith in our 
Country, and in our American Ideals. 

If it accomplished what we hope it did for the members of 
our Order, that is, a deep and sincere re-consecration of them- 
selves to American and Templar Ideals; if it impressed the 
fifty thousand spectators in Concord, that day, with the fact 
that our Templar Order is second to none in its devotion to 
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God and our Country; and if it brought home to their minds 
a clearer conception of their duties and responsibilities as 
Citizens of this Republic, then we may all feel proud and satis- 
fied with the result of our Day of Patriotism in Concord. 

Our neighboring jurisdictions were deeply interested in our 
patriotic demonstration, and the Grand Commander of Ver- 
mont, R.-.E...Sir George P. Lovell, in his address at the Annual 
Conclave of the Grand Commandery held in Bellows Falls, on 
June 17, spoke most highly of our Day of Patriotism, and read 
the following poem, which he had written for the occasion: 


THE MINUTE MEN OF CONCORD 


Oh, Minute Men of Concord, 
Inspire us with your zeal, 
And with that deep devotion 
Which all true Patriots feel.

The demonstration was an exceptionally timely one in these 
days of uncertainty and unrest and I am sure that all of us feel 
it was a message to the world that as Knights Templars, we 
are actuated by the noble principles of our Order, and re-con- 
secrate ourselves to the service of our God and our Country. 

May we through these inspirations continue to display our 
courage in support of those things which are right and true and 
holy, ever bearing in mind the command “Let your light so 
shine before men that they may see your good works and 
glorify your Father which is in heaven.”

THIRTY-NINTH TRIENNIAL CONCLAVE 
SAN FRANCISCO, CALIFORNIA 
JuNneE 30 To Juty 21, 1934 


Attended the Thirty-Ninth Triennial Conclave of the Grand 
Encampment of Knights Templar of the United States of 
America in San Francisco, California, July 9-12 inclusive, 
R.:.E..Sir Andrew D. Agnew, Acting Grand Master. 

The delegates of this Grand Commandery who accom- 
panied me were V..E.-.Sir Arthur 8. Vaughn, D.G.C., E.-.Sir 
Harold W. Sprague, G.G., E..Sir Charles T. Converse, G.C.G., 
also Past Grand Commanders, R.-.E.-.Sirs Frank L. Nagle, 
William H. Emerson, James A. Gunn, Clarence E. Burleigh, 
Charles F. White, Frederick H. Briggs, and Benjamin F. 
Downing. 

We also had in our party, our Grand Recorder, E.-.Sir 
Martin J. Pleschinger, and the Grand Sentinel, E..Sir Herbert 
F. Sawyer. 

The entire party numbered 96, making the largest party 
and the only special train east of Colorado. 

We were delighted to have with us as members of our party, 
R..E..Sir William Porter Niles, Grand Commander, V...E.-. 
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Sir Frank A. Fish, D.G.C., E..Sir Frederic E. Everett, G.G., 
also R.-.E..Sirs Charles H. Austin and George B. Lord, all of 
the Grand Commandery of New Hampshire. 

Leaving the South Station, Boston, on our own special 
train, at 2 p.m. on Saturday, June 30, stopping at the Grand 
Canyon, Riverside, Los Angeles, the Big Trees, and Yosemite 
Valley, we arrived at San Francisco, California, on Monday 
morning, July 9. Here the official delegates transferred to the 
Palace Hotel, while the remainder of the party went to the 
Fairmount Hotel. 

The Grand Templar parade took place on Tuesday morning, 
July 10, and was a splendid and impressive spectacle, the Cali- 
fornia Commanderies presenting a most impressive appearance. 

Grand Commandery was honored with an escort composed 
of the Knights in our own party, and representing twenty-one 
of the Commanderies under the jurisdiction of the Grand 
Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, and com- 
manded by E.-.Sir Frank H. Wilson, Commander of Hugh de 
Payens Commandery No. 20, of Melrose, Mass., the ranking 
Commander. This escort made a most commendable appear- 
ance, and caused much favorable comment. 

Legislation of more or less importance was enacted during 
the sessions of the Grand Encampment. 

The amendments to the Constitution and Statutes which 
were approved by Grand Encampment will require changes 
in the Constitution and Laws of our Grand Commandery. 
We are going over these changes thoroughly, and will issue 
printed slips to insert in the Grand Constitutions to bring 

them up to date. 

M...E..Andrew D. Agnew was elected Grand Master, and 
our own Grand Commandery was honored by having R..E.-. 
Sir Harry G. Pollard elected Grand Generalissimo of the Grand 
Encampment. 

_ Invitations were extended by the Grand Commandery of 
New Jersey, to hold the 40th Triennial Conclave in Atlantic 
City in 1937, and by the Grand Commandery of Florida, to 
hold the Triennial in Miami. 

The Committee on Time and Place, reported in favor of 
Florida, and the Grand Encampment voted to hold the next 
Triennial in Miami in 1937, the date to be announced later.

Argetsinger, Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery

No. 26, K. T. of Roxbury, Mass. 

I communicated at once with E..Sir Walter G. Jones, Com- 
mander of Joseph Warren Commandery, and on December 20, 
1933, I forwarded the desired information to the Grand Com- 
mander of New York. 


On January 26, 1934, I received a request from R.-.E.-.Sir 
Ansel A. Packard, Grand Commander of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Connecticut, that our Templar Burial Service be 
conducted by Godfrey de Bouillon Commandery No. 25, K. T.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE 


To the Right Eminent Grand Commander and Members of the 
Grand Commandery of Knights Templar of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island: 


Your Committee on Jurisprudence reports as follows: 

Several special matters have been referred to this Com- 
mittee during the year upon which certain reports have been 
made and acted upon at a Special Conclave and a full report 
of which already is included in the minutes of the Grand Com- 
mandery. There have been numerous routine matters of 
formal amendments to by-laws of constituent Commanderies, 
as to which the Committee has advised the Grand Commander, 
but a detailed report as to which would not be helpful in this 
report. 

Your Committee has examined the recommendations con- 
tained in the report of the Grand Commander, and finds 
nothing therein which requires action or advice at this time by 
this Committee. 

At the Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment of 
Knights Templar of the United States of America, many 
amendments to the constitution, statutes and forms of that 
body were adopted. These amendments will require many 
changes in the constitution and regulations of this Grand Com- 
mandery. However, a formal statement from the Grand En- 
campment respecting such changes which could be used as a 
basis for definite recommendation to this Grand Commandery 
has not yet come to hand and this Committee feels that it 
therefore is not sufficiently informed to make such recom- 
mendations. Under the constitution and statutes of the Grand 
Encampment, anything in our constitution and regulations 
which is inconsistent with the changes thus made at the 
Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment is of no effect 
even without the formality of change in our constitution and 
regulations. In due time, no doubt, the formal statement from 
the Grand Encampment will be at hand so that some time 
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during the year the officers of this Grand Commandery and 
our successors, as the Committee on Jurisprudence, can ade- 
quately deal with the situation.

CONDITION OF THE ORDER 
Peace and harmony prevail in this Jurisdiction of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island. This is no idle saying, for interest 
seems to be reviving in all our Templar activities and the spirit 
of optimism which pervades the officers and members of our 
Commanderies, is an encouraging sign for the future. 
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The series of Exemplifications in different parts of our 
Jurisdiction and the drawing together of our Commanderies, 
tend, not only to enlarge the circles of friendship of our 
members, but stimulates a greater interest in our Ritual and 
tactics, and encourages a stronger adherence to the noble 
principles of our Order; and above all, the exemplification of 
these principles in our daily lives. 

Our present Inspection system, with its high standard of 
Ritual and tactical work, has been a saving influence in our 
Commanderies during these last four years of depression, for 
its high degree of excellence has set before us a goal toward 
which we all could work. 

Our Templar Day of Patriotism in Concord, with its oppor- 
tunity for a reconsecration of this Order to American and 
Templar ideals, awakened our patriotism anew and strength- 
ened our devotion to our God and our Country. 

These, Sir Knights, are some of the things this year which 
have given us such heartening encouragement and aroused 
the fainting spirits of so many of our members. 

I would specially bring to your attention the need for a 
definite constructive programme in each of our constituent 
Commanderies and the introduction of more business-like 
methods in Commandery finances. 

The war opened our ranks to many of those who have failed 
to grasp the significance of the principles of our institution, 
and the years of depression have brought home to us the fact 
that many of them are a distinct liability upon our Order. 
A careful analysis of the financial condition of our Com- 
manderies will reveal that a large proportion of the outstanding 
indebtedness of these Bodies can be attributed to these knights. 
In one of the largest Commanderies in our jurisdiction, 60 
per cent of the unpaid dues can be directly traced to members 
who were admitted during this period. 

The lesson is obvious; we cannot again let down the bars 
as we have done in the past. 

More careful selection of the men who in the course of time 
will become leaders in our Commanderies is very essential. 

A Commandery with an energetic, enthusiastic and efficient 
leader will tend to become a dominating influence for good 
in any community; while, on the other hand, a Commandery 
who has for its leader, a lazy, inefficient man, who desires the 
high office of Commander simply for the honor which this 
position may confer upon him, who has no conception of its 
responsibilities and its duties, will soon lose whatever prestige 
and influence for good it may have had. 

Our losses, like those of other Jurisdictions, have been 
heavy. The Angel of Death has taken a toll of 528 of our 
members. For these friends, we deeply and sincerely mourn. 
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We have lost by suspension and demits 915 of our fraters; for 
this condition I cannot feel that you and I are entirely blame- 
less. What have we done to keep them with us? Have we 
made our Conclaves impressive and interesting to them? 
Have we extended a helping hand when they were in need, 
and have we shown them brotherly love and affection? Have 
we sympathized with their misfortunes, compassionated their 
miseries and brought peace to their troubled minds? These, 
Sir Knights, are questions which you and I will have to answer 
to ourselves. 

I would advocate a more business-like method of the collec- 
tion of outstanding dues by our Commanderies. I am thor- 
oughly convinced that direct personal contact and real hard 
work by the Commanders and Recorders of our Command- 
eries will do much to lessen the outstanding indebtedness 
to these Commanderies. : 

Ours is a militant order. We must go forward. A period of 
depression, such as we have been going through, is no reason 
why we should lower our standards. Let us rather raise them 
so that we may attract better men to our ranks and press 
forward with renewed faith in our lofty mission. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. In order to afford greater opportunity and more time for 
social activity among our Commanderies, I recommend that 
our Inspection period be shortened by about six weeks, the 
ie to end the middle of March, rather than the end 
of April. 

It makes not much difference whether we have two or even 
three Inspections on the same day, provided they are held in 
different parts of our Jurisdiction. 

2. To those Commanderies not having such a provision in 
their by-laws, I recommend that their Treasurers, Recorders, 
and Trustees be bonded. The enactment of such a by-law 
with the double signature on checks, recommended by R.-.E.. 
Sir Dodd last year, is a logical and business-like method of 
safeguarding our funds and our officers at the same time. 

3. That the present method of presenting the Thomas Smith 
Webb long service medal be continued. I recommend that this 
Grand Commandery procure as many of these medals as are 
required and retail them to our Commanderies at cost. 

4. That the programme of holding Exemplifications in the 
ritual and tactics of the Orders conferred by this Grand 
Commandery be continued. 

5. I recommend that during the coming year, the Grand 
Commander advocate a meeting and conference of the Grand 
Commanders of our neighboring jurisdictions to discuss

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matters important to these jurisdictions, that we may obtain 
unanimity of action and closer and more friendly co-operation. 


CONCLUSION 


My administration as Grand Commander is rapidly drawing 
to a close and in a few hours you will elect another to take up 
the duties which I relinquish today. 

No matter how brilliant or how efficient a Grand Com- 
mander may be, he must in some measure fail unless he 
possesses the confidence and gains the support and co-operation 
of the members of his Grand Jurisdiction. 

What success we have had this year, my friends, is not my 
success or your success, it is our success for we never could have 
done what we have done had it not been for the friendship, 
loyalty and co-operation I have received from you, one and all. 

To my officers with whom I have worked for so many years, 
and who have proved to be such true and loyal friends, I ex- 
press my heartfelt gratitude, and wish them happiness and 
success. ; ; 

The happy memories I carry with me and the friendships 
I have made will be my priceless treasures in the years to come. 

Whatever I have gained in wisdom and experience during 
my term of office will always be at the service of my successors 
and of this Templar Order which I love so well.

REPORT OF EXECUTIVE SECRETARY ACCEPTED 
AS THEIR REPORT 


To the Trustees, Knights Templars Educational Foundation, 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


It is my pleasure to submit my annual report. 

It is highly gratifying that nearly every applicant’s endorse- 
ments indicate he is of high type, with good background. The 
care that this be known before granting a loan is revealed by 
the investigation of each request whereby we require replies 
from three sources at the college, two from acquaintances in 
the student’s home town and one from the Commandery 
within whose jurisdiction the student resides. 

One of the delightful and interesting parts of the work of 
your Executive Secretary is the correspondence seeking 
repayment. The gratitude expressed both upon receiving the 
loan and making the payments, together with the friendly 
and often intimate relation established is a source of satis- 
faction for the service we render. 

__On loans amounting to $15,565.00, 37 students have paid 
$5,730.00, completing their payments. In another paragraph 
I report the successful reduction of our doubtful accounts. 

The statistical pages attached will reveal the work done 
during the year with the exception of the very large corre- 
spondence necessary to keep in contact with each student 
borrower and the increased clerical work in preparing the 
coupon books for the monthly payments. 

The correspondence in the matter of collections of the 
annual payments, due and overdue, not only increases in 
volume but becomes more difficult. _In spite of this, however, 
the results are generally satisfactory. 

Of the 276 accounts remaining on the annual payment plan, 
we received payment on 194 and acknowledgment of the 
obligation from 61 others who have not paid, each stating that 
payment will be made as soon as possible; 10 are still in college 
and payments are not due; 11 have made no reply and answer 
is being solicited from friends and acquaintances. In addition 
to the above, 25 accounts have been transferred to the monthly 
payment plan. 

We now have 435 accounts on the monthly payment plan, 
229 of which are due for part payment. Of these 196 are paying 
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regularly, 5 have been postponed on account of extra courses, 
28 are delinquent. Beginning January 1, 1935, the accounts 
of 104 students who graduated in June of this year will be due 
for first payments. In every case constant effort is made to 
keep payments up to date. All new loans are granted with the 
understanding that repayments shall be made by this method. 

It is gratifying to note the change in the accounts segre- 
gated in 1933 as doubtful of collection. These originally 
numbered 61 and last year were reduced to 33. Turther 
reductions by partial payment this year number 17, leaving 
12 as the present number on this account, four being charged 
off as uncollectible. 

In regard to present-day collections, it should be under- 
stood that a student who fails to find employment after 
graduation for one or two years cannot be expected to do 
much, if anything, on his account. The same holds true where 
the student is the only or principal wage earner in the family, 
earning ten or twelve dollars per week. Such cases are not few 
and while we are sympathetic, the matter of living up to their 
contract is constantly stressed. Every effort is made to keep 
the goodwill of the student while emphasizing the need of 
payment. 

It is found that a considerable number of students return 

to college after the regular course to secure advanced degrees; 
medical students serve one or two years as internes and many 
teachers serve a year for experience, without pay. Such 
changes are inevitable and naturally delay repayments. In 
cases of postponed payments, because of this, an interest 
charge is made for the time allowed. 
It is regrettable that I have been obliged to advise the 
charging off as uncollectible four accounts, two of which have 
been in the hands of an attorney for collection without results; 
the third disappeared and the fourth was killed and the parents 
are unable to assume the obligation. 

The application for loans for this fall, 1934, have been 
unusually delayed by some students who, for various reasons, 
did not make request until long after the time set for receiving. 
We had a sufficient balance left from the amount allotted for 
loans to receive these and we now have a number of applica- 
tions in process which we cannot enter as part of the work of 
our fiscal year. 

It is not practical for me to detail the many and constant 
expressions of gratitude for the service we render but I daily 
receive letters from graduates, students and parents, expressing 
appreciation for the aid given and requesting that I convey 
thanks to the Trustees and the organization of Knights 
Templars.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR INSTRUCTOR 


Boston, Mass., September 29, 1934. 
To Grand Commandery, 


In conformity with usual practice the Inspector Instructor submits the 
17th annual report relating to the Inspections of the year now closing. 

During the year we have experienced an improvement in the general 
economic situation which has been reflected in many aspects of Templary 
including the work of this department. 


ATTENDANCE 


In attendance we show an improvement. The drop in total attendance at 
inspections has been only about 400 as compared to 700 the previous year 
and the drop of 1,000 the year before that. The sixteen Commanderies 
that have gone over the top on attendance is the largest number in many 
years and we find that only in isolated cases has the attendance feature 
created any hardship. The chart which accompanies this report indicated 
the mark with and without attendance credits as recommended by the 
special committee of 1928 appointed to study this particular subject. 
Attention is called to the exceedingly small number of Commanderies that 
would have benefited in standing by the elimination of the attendance 
credit. It is of interest to note that every Commandery qualifying for 10— 
still qualified with attendance disregarded. Perfect attendance was not 
necessary to carry them over the top. It was the work that didit. 

Originally perfect attendance meant 20% of the mark and required 50% 
of the entire membership. Today we limit the 50% of membership to mem- 
bers residing within 40 miles and credit only 5 points for attendance. 

This situation has thrown a greater responsibility on the officers and 
tended to improve our degree of efficiency. 

Our drop in membership during this past year has been more severe as 
dwindled reserves and definite readjustments became imperative for both 
Sir Knight and Commandery. 

As a consequence we find our percentage of attendance to membership 
holding its own with previous years, it being 27.8% as compared to a five 
year average of 29.6%. i jE 5 

Generally speaking the Commanderies which have maintained high rat- 
ings have had little difficulty with their attendance—net loss less than 50. 
Those Commanderies which have suffered by lower standards of work have 
shown a corresponding reduction in attendance—net loss over 200 (not 
counting the Bay State drop of 122 the night of the blizzard). 


EFFICIENCY 


Competition for higher ratings creates the highly desirable greater 
interest as well as better attendance but if carried to extreme, defeats its 
purpose. Under no circumstances should the competition produce a finan- 
cial burden or reduce the efforts for sociability in the Commandery. 4 

In 1919 our general efficiency was reported as 87.8%. In 1927 it was still 
87 increasing to 88 in 1933 and to 89% in 1934. 

In 1926 we had one 10— Commandery and only 6, 8+. Four years 
later there were 6 in the 10— group and only 4 in the 8+ class. This past 
year after another four-year period we find 12 qualifying for 10— but 10 
have fallen into the S+ group. : 

We welcome the increasing ambition to cross the line for 10— but regret 
the increase in those Commanderies who have found it necessary to accept 
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a lower rating—still our average for the 53 Commanderies holds steady or 
improves. ‘ 

it is fully appreciated, however, that all of these comparisons must be 
tempered with the knowledge that we have several times modified our 
schedule of markings, tempered our judgment with mercy during trying 
times and yet through it all ever striven to be impartial in all our judgments. 

With many candidates available requiring regular rendition of ritual 
and tactics at every conclave, high efficiency was maintained between 
inspections requiring correspondingly less preparation for Inspection. 
With few or no candidates available in recent years the temptation has been 
greater to let down in the work except for Inspection. Under such a program 
preparation for Inspection becomes more arduous but, by the same token, 
all the more necessary if our Order is to retain its position in the world and 
this jurisdiction its position in the Grand Encampment. 

The method by which we have attained our present efficiency, modified 
from time to time as conditions required, has been adopted in whole or in 
part by our neighboring Grand jurisdictions with the result that. the general 
efficiency of the Commanderies throughout New England is substantially 
greater today than it was 10 years ago. May we continue to improve our 
methods as well as our efficiency and encourage our sister jurisdictions in 
their efforts along the same line. 


NEW METHODS 


In this spirit of striving for greater efficiency in marking of the Com- 
manderies your Inspector Instructor has on several occasions provided for 
the use of his assistants work sheets subdividing the points relating to both 
ritual and tactics. With the work being observed by a half dozen different 
pair of eyes uniformity of opinion is difficult of attainment. 

: The ideal method of course, would be for one individual to mark every 
Commandery, but in these times this is next to impossible—covering 53 
Commanderies spread over two States. : 

During the past season a new work sheet was devised based essentially 
on the method of marking which is prescribed by Grand Commandery. 

__ The new work sheets enable a marking officer to grade the work of each 
individual officer as the work progresses, This reduces the errors of judg- 
ment to the minimum. 

After these new sheets were approved by the Grand Commander and 
all members of the Council, ently fifty test applications were made by the 
marking staff and others. ‘The result showed that two different persons 
without knowledge of each other's work, frequently were found marking 
within five-tenths of a point's difference. ‘The adoption of this new schedule 
is suggested as a step forward in our methods. 5 

While it is recognized that the Division Commander is the Commanding 
Officer of our Inspections and has full charge of his respective division, it is 
also recognized that many times he is not in a position to render the assist- 
ance to a given Commandery that may be desired. Furthermore, it is the 
duty of the Inspector Instructor to pass on all questions of ritual and 
tactics and make all original decisions relating thereto. : 

On many occasions, therefore, it is highly desirable that assistance from 
this department be available to the Division Commander or the Com- 
mandery with the approval of the Division Commander. 4% 

As no marking officer should be embarrassed by giving specific training 
to a commandery he is to mark, it would be wise to have a group of Instruc- 
tors available for the Division Commander. These Instructors to be trained 
by the Inspector Instructor's Department in matters of ritual and tactics. 
By so doing, we would be training competent marking officers, serving the 
Commanderies in a more efficient manner and give the Division Com- 
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mender a greater opportunity to improve his division and know its members 
retter. 

These Instructors, if located convenient to the Commanderies they are 
te assist, could be of great help in maintaining greater efficiency throughout 
the year. 

Excellent work once a year and poor work for the balance is less desirable 
than good work continually. 


EXEMPLIFICATIONS 


The success of the exemplifications this year indicates that they should be 
continued and arrangements are already under way for seven for 1934-35. 
They will not only cover the Order of the Temple as now laid down in our 
tactics but the Orders of Red Cross and Malta as interpreted by the Com- 
manderies invited to serve in this capacity. 


GRADINGS 


_ Since more and more Commanderies attain 10— ratings we find an 
increasing tendency on the part of the 9 groups to criticise the marking. 
The common complaint is that there is too great a difference between 9 
Commandery just breaking 90 and one just falling short of 95 (10—), both 
being graded 9+-. 

This is largely due to the fact that the 10— group is limited to about 
3 points (95-98). It is almost impossible to conceive of a Commandery 
ranking much higher than 98 whereas the 9 plus group has a range of five 
points (90-95). 

‘To compensate for this situation an 8 and a 9 is suggested with the per- 
centages arranged as follows: 


10— 


This would tend to reduce the number in a given group and stimulate 
greater activity in most groups. 


NEW COMMITTEE 


The improvement of any system depends on a gradual revision based on 
experience. Governing two States with 53 Commanderies it is highly 
desirable that revisions be made after most careful deliberations and it is 
suggested that the Grand Commander appoint a Committee on Inspec- 
tions and Tactics. Said Committee to comprise the Council, Inspector 
Instructor, and two Junior Past Commanders chosen yearly and who have 
no other office in Grand Commandery. 

This Committee to report at each Semi-annual Conclave such changes in 
existing methods and tactics as in their judgment may be wise for Grand 
Commandery to adopt for the following year. 


ASSISTANT INSPECTOR INSTRUCTORS 


The Inspector Instructor wishes to comment in the highest terms the 
services rendered by his Assistant Inspector Instructors during this past 
year. A more conscientious and pains-taking group would be hard to find 
and they have the respect and high regard of every officer in Grand Com- 
mandery as well as hundreds of Sir Knights with whom they have worked 
in preparation of our Inspections.
